Vhether Inferior Magiftvates may force him 
who hath the Suprem& Power, to Rule according 
to Fuffice and the Eftablifl’d Laws ¢ 

Anjw. The fame Reafon which difableth 
private Men from Righting themfelves, con. 
cludes likewife againit inferior Magiftrates, 
that is, want of Jurifdiction. For it op- 
pos’d to the Sovereign, whofe Authority only 
can alter the Nature of Revenge, and make 
it Jufice, (for Inferior in Supertorem non ha- 
bet Impeviwn ) they are but private Perfons. 
It is an unanfwerable, impofhible (hing that 
Men fhould beoblio’d to Obey two Matters, 
Commanding Contrary Duties; becaufe this 
would impofe upon them a neceslity of Sin- 
ning, which muft be laid upon him who was 
the Author of that Neceiiity ; and therefore 
God hath appointed a convenient Subordi- 
nation in all Authorities. Uz Sol delet mino- 
va Sydera, as the lefler Lights are extinguith- 
ed by the greateft Luminary, the Fountain 
of all Light; fo minor Jurifdictions muft 
give Place to him who is the Fountain of 
fuftice. If God Command one thing, our 
Sovereign Lord another, we muft be obedient 
to Divine Ordinance, becaufe we cannot be 
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Printed and Sold by the Bookfellers of London and Wefhminfter. «od, 


fubje& to Man’s Command for Confcience 
fake, again{t him who haththe Sole Autho- 
rity ito Oblige Confcience. So if our Sove- 
reign Command one thing, and his Mini- 
fters, or interior Magiitrates another, we- 
mut fubmit to the Sovereign ..Magiftrate, 
either by Obeying, or Sufiering; becaufe 
they can Challenge our Obedience only by 
Virtue ot his Authority, and this cannot be 
fent up ina Hoftile Way againft his Perfon. 
Whether it de Reafonable to Obey the King’s 
Officers, who can co nothing but in his 
Naine, let any Man judge? Soldiers ure 
bound to Execute the Commands’ of. their 
Captain, yet not if they are contradicted 
by their Coilonel, and he muft not be Obey d 
againft an exprefs Order from the General. 
In thus doing, St. Auguffin | De verizs Dom. 
Serin. 6. | and Reafon afiure us, we de- 
{pife not the Power, but choofe to fibmit 
to the Higher; Lefler Magiltrates have no 
quit grounds of Complaint, if we pre- 
fer the Supreme, for in reference to the 
Highelt, their Magiftracy ceafes, and they 
become our fellow Subjects. Let every Soul 
be fubje% to the bigber Powers. Saith St. Paul. 
Kor. $3.1. We muft obey the Sovereign, 
and his Officers alfo. | 1 Peter 2. 13, 14.° 
as they reprefent the Supreme Magiftrate, 
( for Quod per Offciarios facitypeér Je facere 
videtur. ) they mnt be obedient as well as 
we, as they reprefent Subjects. 

Butit may here be Objeéted by Nob, tho” 
very impertinently; Jf a Sovzreign Prince 
Command againft Eftablify'd Laws, and inferior 
Magiftrates, according to the Law, they ought to 
be Obeyd. To which, I Anfwer; 

This comes not home to the Cafe; It is 
granted, Obedience to the Sovereign’s Com- 
mand agamft Law, is unwarrantable, but 
this doth not conclude the lawfulnefs of Ho- 
ftile Refiftance; we do our Duty in fubmit- 
ing to his Legal Will, tho” againft his Let- 
ters, or Words of Mouth, for he hath o- 
bhig’d us fo to do, and by his own Giant 
hath reitrain’d his Right to Recall and Abro- 
gate Laws, except by Advice and Confent 
of both Houfes in Parliament. If he be Of- 
fended without Caufe, we are bound by 
Chriftian aid Civil Conftitutions to fabmit, 
tho’ to his unjuit Wrath. If Nod means to 
conclude his own Innocence, he muft frame 
his Argument thus: If a King Command a- 
gainft Law, and Magiltrates Refift accord- 
ing to Law, he may without Guilt take part 
with em. Thisis true, if they Refift ac- 
cording to Law but this cannot be ina Mo- 
narchy; for if the Laws granta Right of 
Refiftance in any Cafe, when that Cafe comes, 
the Monarchy is diflolv’d; for thofe who are 
enabled totakeup Arms againft the Sovereign, 
are his Equals, or Colleagues at leaft; the 
Union is deftroy’d, and they are not to be 
efteem’d Rebels then, but juft Enemies, -be- 
caufe they ceafe to be Subjects. They can- 
not vidicate themfelves from Treafon and 
Rebellion, except they can produce fome 
Law of England, which Difpenfes with their 
Allegiance in fuch Cafes, and {hew that ‘our 
Civil Conititutions are fo fram’d, as to make 
a Civil War, a juft Law on both fides in the 
Law Notion, which cannot be, except there 
be two Supremes to Proclaim and Manage it.
